WASHINGTON. 


A Now Hill For Counting tlie Electo- 


ral Vote. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—The bill which 


won today agreed upon by the house com- 
mittee on the law respecting the counting 
of the electoral vote is considered by tho 
best Kepuhliean lawyers in Congress as an 
attempt to provide a method of seizing the 
next 1'residenoy, whatever may be the re- 
sult of the election by the people, 
The 


provisions of the seventh section of the bill, 
taken iu connection with the foot that both 
houses of the present Congress count the 
next electoral vote, are especially signifi- 
cant. At the loot session of the last Oon- 
gresa a bill was reported by Senator Ed- 
munds, from the jadioiary committee of 
the Senate, which was Republican, butre- 
ieoted by the Democratic house, providing, 
n effect, 
that whenever a controversy 


of any kind 
existed in regard to the 


electoral vote of 
any state, that state 


might 
in 
any 
manner 
it 
should 


see fit decide tho controversy, and the re- 
sult, whatever it might be, should be ac- 
cepted by Congress as the absolute voice of 
the state. Should the state fail to avail 
itself of tho privilege thus given.it was then 
left . to the wisdom of the two houses of 
Congress, both concurring, to decide the 
matter. This measure received the support 
of tho .Republicans in both branches of 
Congress, and of a number of the most 
fair-minded of the Democrats of the Senate, 
but it was foreseen that the passage of the 
bill would remove from the hands of the 
Democracy a power, should their necessities 
require it, of throwing out the eiouiurai 
votes in. the count of 18SO to give the elec- 
tion into their hands, and a bill similar in 
effect, to the oho now brought forward 
was introduced as embodying the views 
of the Democrats. The seventh section 
of the bill agreed upon today provides, 
first, that in case of a controversy with re- 
gard to the electoral vote of any slate, 
whenever a decision shall be made upon the 
matter by the highest judicial authority of 
tlie.state, the result shall he accepted as 
decisive unless both houses of Congress 
shall concur in reversing the dicision ; and, 
secondly, if there be a controversy and no 
such judicial decision is made by the tribu- 
nals of the state, the electoral vote of the 
state in question shall not be counted nn- 
less both houses concur in ihe decision of 
the contest. It will be seen that the Dem- 
ocratic majority in Congress, should this 
bill become a law, will have it in their 
power in 1880 to count or reject the votes 
of any state in regard to which they have 
previously trumped up conflicting certifi- 
cates. 


THF WABNEIt SILVER BILL.
